Dear Mr. Schnurr: 

The American Numismatic Association Certification Service 
has asked us to return to you, directly, the 1789 Mott token idilch 
you submitted, and It Is enclosed herewith.. It Is designated as coin 
No. 1483. Our opinion was asked with respect to It and we are reporting 
that directly to you. 

Your coin has a specific gravity of about 8.8 and weighs approxi- 
mately 6.85 grams. It Is struck on a small thin planchet and It Is un- 
qestionably genuine In our opinion. 

The only problem with respect to the coin Is, Its milled edge 
which consists of diagonal lines and vertical lines, some of tfilch overlap. 

We have not noticed any milled edge pieces of this coinage here- 
tofore. This coinage was struck on planchets which were too small for 
the dies and as a result many of the pieces do not show all of the legend 
or all of the border dentils. Your piece Is the state of the reverse die 
before the die break took place. 

I have examined the piece to determine whether the edge milling 
was done before or after striking. Ordinarily it was done before striking 
If any was done. From an examination of this coln,partlcularly over the 
S before the word CLOCKS, It seems that the milling was done after the coin 
was struck. The only reason this would have been done was because the 
piece was so off center It might have been rejected as having been short - 
weighed. 


I think edges of various British tokens of the period should be 
studied to determine whether this Is a standard edge milling. Dalton and 
Hamer should be read for that purpose. If the edge milling were placed 
on the coin before striking, then the piece would be similar to many other 
English tokens which had oddments in edge milling where they did not care 
what edge milling was on the planchet prior to Its striking.

I have a few comments to make about your nice letter of 
April 6, 1973. I am inclined to disagree with you about the desirability 
of die variety work. If a parson wants to know that, he certainly should 
receive the information. If he wants to know if a piece is of a particular 
variety rather than of another variety, that is service which should be 
given. Many of the people who pay for the service do not have numismatic 
books and do not even have knowledge as to what varieties exist. I think 
it is very important and hope you will see it my way. 

As to what books to buy, I believe Charles has many of them 
in his personal library. Let's find out what is available before I start 
making a list for American pieces. 

I don't see any reason for a second girl in the Washington 
office. It takes no time to do dry and wet weight measurements and there's 
no use making a simple matter complex. It doesn't have to be done to 
several decimal places. I feel that specific gravity is very important 
even though, as you say, cheating on previous metals is often avoided. 

Keep up the fine work.

II. Personnel: In August 1973, the Board of Governors authorized 

the addition of a clerk-typist to the ANACS staff. Efforts to attract 
a suitable individual to fill the new position began about September 1. 

In September Mrs. Eva Littman, Technical Assistant, ad- 
vised me that she wished to terminate her employment about the first 
of the year, but in a manner which would minimize the effects of the 
staff change for ANACS. 

Accordingly, we sought to employ two people: One as 

Technical Assistant and the other as clerk-typist. Many applicants 
were interviewed, but without success until early in November, when 
Miss Eva Adams learned that Miss Irene Yuhaniak, a recent graduate 
of Washington College, Chestertown, Md . , was seeking a position 
related to research, preferably in history. She accepted the clerk- 
typist position ($7,600 per annum) and joined the staff on Monday, 
November 12. 


In addition to Miss Adams, both Eldridge Jones and 
Ellis Edlow sought prospective employees for ANACS. Ellis Edlow 
learned of a Washington nan who was employed at George Washington 
University Hospital, and who earlier worked as a Museum Technician 
in the National Museum. 

He is Francis M. ("Skip") Fazzari, age 28, who has 
collected coins since 1956, and most seriously since 1965. 
numismatic interests are general. He has learned (at the National 
Museum) to operate X-Ray diffraction equipment, and at George 
Washington University he has been exposed to the Scanning Electron 
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Microscope. He has also observed and studied similar equipment 
at the National Bureau of Standards and at the Naval Research 


Laboratory . 


Mr. Fazarri was employed on Tuesday, November 13 & s 
Technical Assistant at $«,700 per annum. He advised us that 
he was to become manager of a new Washington coin store in 
February, and it was agreed that his employment at ANACS would 
probably terminate on or about February 1, 197“* 


Mrs. Littman continued to work with ANACS to train the 
new employees. Then, at the request of Virginia Culver I asked 
Mrs. Littman if she would continue to work for ANACS as a full 
time employee. She told me that she had wanted to terminate 
simply because of the extremely heavy workload and pressure. 
However, in view of the improved conditions she agreed to con- 
tinue her employment. Accordingly, ANACS now has at least 
until February 1, 1974, the staff of four needed to offer the 
more efficient service expected by our customers. 


III. Selection of an authenticator: 

For six months serious consideration has been given 
to the selection of an authenticator to join ANACS. Because 
most resumes and applications have been submitted to ANA head- 
quarters, I cannot say how many applications have been received. 
The man who I long believed to be the best choice for the posi- 
tion, Mr. Pete Foerster, is available on January 1, at $lt>,000 
per annum. He is, in my opinion, a man of excellent character 
and extensive numismatic knowledge. 

Within the past ten days, however, I have concluded 
that we have on our present staff an individual who can capably 
fill the position: Mr. Francis Fazzari. A copy of his resume 

was sent to ANA headquarters about two weeks ago, when he accepted 
the position of Technical Assistant. He formally applied for the 
new position as authenticator in a letter mailed to ANA head- 
quarters on Saturday, November 24. 

Mr. Fazzari would accept the position at an annual 
salary of $11,500 (approximately the salary he would receive 
managing the coin store mentioned earlier) if offered. 

I recommend to the Board that the position of authenti- 
cator (the exact title to be determined by the Board) be created, 
and that Mr. Fazzari, presently employed as Technical Assistant, 
be offered the new position at the salary mentioned above. 
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IV. Insurance: 

The insurance covering ANACS properties and numismatic 
items in our custody is inadequate. On October 1, 1973, we had 
619 coins on hand — an all-time record. The value of these 
items was in the area of $250,000. We had but $40,000 of 
insurance protection. 

With our enlarged staff we have reduced our inventory 
to 408 coins, valued at perhaps $160,000. By the time of the 
Board meeting it is expected that our inventory will have been 
reduced to about 350 pieces, and this figure should continue to 
drop until, about January 1, we should have approximately 200 
coins on hand. $100,000 of insurance should be adequate for 200 
pieces. $150,000 would be more realistic if we are to adequately 
protect material in our custody at all times. 

Protection against mysterious disappearance is not 
included in our present policy. I suggest that the Board ask 
Don Bates to explore the possibility of providing such insurance 
on a $250 or $500 deductible basis. 

V. ANACS financial status: 

Through the addition of two new staff members, ANACS’ s 
annual operating costs have been increased by approximately 40 - 
50 %. This is more than offset by the nearly doubled production 
capacity offered by a staff of four. 

In the next four months ANACS will increase its income 
substantially. At the March 1974 board meeting we will submit 
detailed information about ANACS’ s growth, and we anticipate that 
enlarging the staff will have proved to be a financially sound move. 

VI. Proof-not proof decisions: 

Since December 1972, ANACS has declined to certify coins 
as proofs. This has proven to be expensive in man-hours handling 
proof-certification requests. 

Errors were made last year — The Director was wrong 
in at least three proof authentications. While I am certain that 
in many cases — probably about 50 % of the time — I don’t know 
whether a given coin is a proof, in many other cases I can say 
with virtually 10055 certainty which coins are proof. 
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Accordingly, I recommend that the ANACS staff be granted 
the authority to express opinions as to whether coins are proof 
whenever ANACS i s certain o f its opinion . 

I further suggest that our re-entry into proof authenti- 
cation not be publicized until we have developed our skills in 
this area. 

VII. Bonding: 

The Board should consider which ANACS employees should 
be bonded, and the amounts of each bond. 

VIII. Grading service: 

Many requests are received by ANACS for coins to be 
graded. In each case we decline. 

A strong demand exists for the creation of an impartial, 
official grading service. Such a service would effectively 
minimize the continuing debasement of numismatic grading 
standards. I suggest that the Board assign a committee to conduct 
a feasibility study on this proposal, to report to the Board in 
March . 


IX. ANACS dealer service: 

Two coin dealerships have asked ANACS to authenticate 
all of the coins they will sell. One has offered, through Adna 
Wilde, to advance funds to ANACS to make it possible for us to 
develop the capability to handle coins in large volume. Adna Wilde 
will report on this. 


X. Publicity: 

The Director has given speeches before numismatic groups 
in the Maryland-Virginia area frequently in the past eighteen 
months. Board members, too, have offered ANACS continued support 
in their areas. 


A more tightly planned publicity program is in order. 

We should have a set of posters prepared and suitable hand-out 
literature printed, and arrange for these to be delivered to all 
major conventions. Delivery of these items to convention chair- 
men could be done either from ANACS by mail, or by Governors 
attending such conventions if they desire.

I have examined the 18D0 half cent whose 
surface aeppars to be of white metal. Its specific 
gravity was found to bp 8. 78, only slightly lower than 
the 8.83 found for f genuine 182B half cent. Examination 
cf the surface by scanning electron microscopy revealed 
that the ca. micron-thick (ca. 0.U001 inch) feurface 
layer sampled oy the techniaup consists principally 
of copper, plus a small mount of silver. This pointed 
to a thin silver plating over a copper interior. This 
was confirmed by the finding, under 50x magnification 
in an optical microscope, of a small spot with a 
copper-like ;i ppparance. Under the scenninq electron 
microscope this spot we shown to contain less than 
one-third as much silver the averaqe over the 
coin surface. A photomicrograph showing the spot is 
enclosed. Since the plating is uniform over a slight 
gouge in the reverse field, it is apparent that the 
coin was plated after striking. The silver layer is 
very thin and certainly reprerents a beautiful job 
of mptal-coating, the combination of thinness and 
uniformity bpinq cuite striking.

#4936 - 1800 U. S. Half Cent with white metal surface appearance. 

Specific gravity 8.78 indicating copper interior. Examination 
under electron microscope showed extremely thin silver plating. 
Copper shows through in spot under right base of ^AMERICA between 
tip of outside leaf and outside berry. Coin appears to be a 
genuine struck copper half cent with a modern plating of silver 
(possibly by vapor transfer). It is not an off-metal strike.
